lem. 
The go o d do cto r po inted to a pletho ra o f 
scho larships and gran ts presently o ffered by co l­ 
leges and o bserv ed that despite them a sho rtage 
o f g o o d scientists co ntinues. 
He wa.s o f the 
o pinio n that mo re mo ney spent o n building up 
scientific facilities and stro nger teaching are 
m o re to be desired than mo re students o f the 
scho larship v ariety. 


On the basis o f the students he has kno wn his 
judgm en t m ay be so und eno ugh, but he has 
no t m et the co nsiderable num bers o f gfxxl 
yo ung minds who are no t in the classro o m s be­ 
cause circum stan ces hav e denied them that 


priv ilege. 
The mo st fabulo us scientific labo ra­ 
to ries and the stro n gest o f faculties mean no th­ 
ing to go o d yo ung 
minds 
that 
canno t 
pass 
thro ugh the classro o m do o rs fo r lack o f m eans. 
In that respect scho larships are essential to a 
stro n ger n atio n al science po sture. 
But 
the 
do cto r 
is 
right in that scho lar­ 
ships in them selv es will no t turn the trick. Amer­ 
ica m ust dev elo p the teaching po wer and pro ­ 
v ide the facilities. 
It m ust also do a few o ther 
things. 
One is to face the fact that scientific 
co m petence is o ne part brilliance and nine parts 
hard, patient, exhaustiv e wo rk. 
It nev er asso ci­ 
ates with indo lence 
The o ther is that the 
natio n must 
find 
the pro per place fo r the 
scienti.st.

The Best Fo r 
The Mo st 


Fro m a purely technical po int o f v iew, what 
Cushman wo uld do if turned do wn o n this re­ 
quest is an irrelev an t questio n. 
In any co urt 
o f law, the questio n wo uld hav e no bearing o n 
the legal aspects o f zo ning. To be effectiv e, zo n­ 
ing m ust be based o n o ne thing and o ne thing 
o nly—the best po ssible use o f the land as de­ 
term ined by the welfare o f the 
co m munity. 
But to say this is 
all there is to the issue wo uld 
be to igno re reality. 
Zo ning is 
o ne thing and industry is an­ 
o ther, clo sely related in the .sense o f co m pre­ 
hensiv e co mmunity planning but distinct and 
differen t in the minds and affair.s o f muist pete 
ple. Fo r an easy so lutio n to the Cushman issue,

Tliere is ano ther a.spect to the Detentio n Ho me 
Issue no t to o significant in it.self but im po rtan t 
as a m atter o f principle. 
The curren t plan is 
to dispo se o f the ho me by v irtue o f a public auc­ 
tio n. 
But when this plan was decided upo n, an 
auctio neer was selected witho ut any effo rt to 
o btain such a serv ice at the lo west and best 
price. 


Auctio neers gen erally o ffer their serv ices o n 
a fee basi.s, taking a certain percentage o f the 
sales price o f the pitiiMirty. 
Under co m petitiv e 
co nditio ns, this fee co uld ran ge .so mewhere be­ 
tween 3 to 5 per cent. 
If the Detentio n Ho me 
so ld fo r $10,000. a difference o f 1 o r 2 per cen t 
in the fee w-o uld m ean o nly $100 to $200. 


That amo unt o f mo ney wo uld n ev er m ake o r 
break the co unty o r the taxpayers but any tim e 
mo ney can be sav ed, regardle.ss o f the am o unt, 
it sho uld be dwie in the in terest o f go o d go v - 
en un en t. 
The Linco ln Scho o l D istrict nearly al­ 
ways takes bids o n its purchases, despite the 
fact that there is no legal requirem en t that it do 
so . This is a go o d and so und practice to be fo l­ 
lo wed as a gen eral rule o n all lev els o f " v - 
ern m en t. 


Got It Matched 


If yo u wo uld lo o k at the two —t ’ushm an ’i In­ 
dustry and zo ning—as separate issue« o r pro j­ 
ects, 
then there wo uld he no 
zo ning fo r the 
basis o f its existence wo uld 
be destro yed. To 
date, Linco ln has 
said it wants zo ning and has 
m ade It a part o f its o fficial guv ernineiit. If it 
is the intentio n o f the city o r the peo ple o f Lin­ 
co ln 
lo co ntinue 
zo ning as 
a part o f go v ern­ 
m ent, then the Cushman applicatio n must stand

Realizing Full 
Value 


But it is im po rtant thaf peo ple understand 
so mething abo ut zo ning if it is to be applied 
wisely and with justice m indiv idual cases. Zo n­ 
ing can be a trem endo us asset to a city and 
can sav e its peo ple many tho usands o f do llars 
o v er a perio d o f years in a great v ariety o f 
ways. 
It can also hav e a v ery 
m aterial effect upo n the char­ 
acter o f the co m munity. But 
these things are po tentials o f 
zo ning, no t assuran ces. 
There 
is no thing auto m atic abo ut them . 
The questio n 
the Co uncil sho uld ask itself is if Linco ln’s zo n­ 
ing is giv ing the city its full po tential. 
If the 
answer to that w ere affirm ativ e, it is quite likely 
that the Cushman case wo uld n<H ev en be an 
issue to day. F o r if we had the right zo ning and 
adm inistered it pro perly, Cushman wo uld hav e a 
place to kicate and a go o d o ne. If this were the 
case, they wo uld lo gically no t want any addi­ 
tio nal zcming changes and ev en if they did they 
wo uld pro bably no t seek them as they wo uld 
realize the po intlessness o f such a pursuit. 


It was a chilling turn o f ev ents to learn a few 
mo nths ago that an enem y ato mic subm arin e 
co uld lay undetected o n the o cean flo o r fo r any 
num ber o f weeks and then o n signal co uld, with­ 
o ut surfacing, fire a guided missile that co uld 
reach and blast alm o st any land target. 
W ars 
that way co uld be fo ught and wo n witho ut ev er 
lo cating the aggresso r. 
It is reassurin g no w to learn that the Nav y 
is perfecting a ho ming missile, called the Rat, 
which can be fired fro m land and which will 
en ter the water, seek o ut and destro y a subm a­ 
rine. It IS no t yet a satisfacto ry weapo n because 
It still rem ain s to perfect lo cating techniques, 
but the wo rd is that the tim e is no t no w far o ff 
when Uiat will be jxm ible. 
It is again the playo ut o f the o ld principle 
o f defen.se that w hatev er can be co nceiv ed can 
be co un term alched. 
But a neutralizing o f the 
subm arin e, while it minimizes an adv an tage 
o f an enem y, do es no t guaran tee peace. 
War 
has nev er been so much a m atter o f arm am en t 
as it has been in the decisio n o f so me po wer 
to use It. 
In ino tieni w arfare tlie decisio n itself 
IS the mo st dreadful thing fo r with present day 
facilities fo r destructio n a decisio n that used lo 
declare an intentio n to do harm beco mes o ne 
that m akes destructio n an o riginal fact. 
So 
mo re than a co unterv ailing weapo n the wo rld 
needs a sense o f restrain t greater than ev er be­ 
fo re and dependably infaiiible. 
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Oo e po ssible co nclusio n fro m this reaso ning 
could be that since Cushman has made this ap­ 
plicatio n, it is ev ident that present zo ning is in­ 
adequate and the applicatio n, therefo re, sho uld 
be granted. The right co nclusio n, ho wev er, is 
that tho appUcatio u by itself is a go o d indica- 
tioR IkRt o ur presen t zo ning is inadequate in

that the 48th and Highway 2 site is necessarily a 
go o d o r bad industrial spo t.
